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It’s been a long, hard and especially 
cold winter for a lot of us, how ’bout 
you? Up here in the north it gets 
mighty chilly at times, whereas in the 
southland the weather is warm, the 
nights are cool, and to make everything 
just that much happier, the Southern- 
ers gain something which we lose every 
winter, our birds. This may seem a bit 
odd to some of you, but although you 
don’t realize it, our feathery pals are 
both necessary and nice to have around, 
even though, to some people, birds are 
a fine target for professional stone 
throwers or a marksman with a Red 
Rider Bee-Bee Rifle. Speaking on the 
subject of birds, the folks in the Pitts- 
burgh area have in their midst, a “Jay- 
bird” who remains with them twelve 
months a year. “Jaybird” is his radio 
name, but Jay Michael is his given 
title. 


Quite the man about town, Jay is 
cited as “the smoke city’s” number one 
deejay by the thousands of steady 
listeners who tune him in — Monday 
through Friday 1:30 to 7:00 p.m. The 
popularity of the number one platter 
man is spread out and divided equally 
among the rockin’, rollin’ youths and 
the housewives, who like their music 
on the soft side. Jay has a steady 
schedule which he constantly follows in 
order to please all his listeners. For 
his first two hours of air time, he 
spins the type of music to meet the 
taste of the housewife. For the next 
hour and a half, the top twenty tunes 
of the day are sent across the air- 
waves. The remaining 120 minutes is 


usually comprised of a variety to suit - 


everyone. By this simple system Jay 
has built up the largest audience in 
all of Penna. In fact, by popular de- 
mand, Jay is now doing a Sunday show 
from 2 until 6 p.m. 


“The Jaybird” picks a great deal 
of the material to be played from the 
fans themselves. He attends five to 
six record hops each week and through 
the kids he learns just exactly what 
they want to hear. Jay also greets the 
parents for their views on the record 
scene. One of the originators of the 
“record hop”, “Jaybird” is the host to 
teenagers at least four nights a week. 
It’s been said that he has entertained 
more than 300,000 teenagers so far. 


A while back, Jay had to undergo a 
major operation on his foot, an after- 
math of a childhood illness. As any of 
you, who have ever had to spend time 
in a hospital will know, it can be quite 
a lonely place. Jay received more than 
one boost to his moral however. Cheery 
cards and letters were sent to him 
from many of his fans, and WCAE to- 
gether with hospital officials made ar- 
rangements for Jay to broadcast his 
show right from his bed. ~ 


The mail he received from his fans 
and the arangements his co-workers 
made for broadcasting, were just a 
small way of showing appreciation for 
one of the most likable men in radio. 
A family man, (two daughters and a 
son) Jay Michael is one deejay who 
keeps his listeners in mind at all times. 
HIT PARADER magazine takes great 
pride at this time, to be able to pay 
tribute to a truly great fellow and disc 
jockey — Jay “The Jaybird” Michael 
— WCAE Pittsburgh. 


The outstanding feature about a Jay 
Michael record hop, is the fact that he 
is quite dependable when it comes to 
having a top act drop in for a visit. 
For example, as you can see in the 
flicks on the left, Julius LaRosa, Jack 


Carson and The Four Coins were all _ 
visitors of Jay, and these are only afew. — 
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It’s only natural that everyone has a 
favorite record, which he or she has 
chosen as outstanding, above all the 
rest. But how did this particular song 
become your favorite? Did you hear it 
on the radio, or maybe a friend told 
you about it? No matter what the 
eause may have been, that record had 
to be introduced to the public via the 
radio, the same as any new record 
release. Yes — without the voice of the 
air waves, no tune could ever become 
even a small hit. 


Most folks do not realize the import- 
ance of the little square box and the 
fellow whose voice comes out of it 
each and every day. To us he’s just the 
spinner — the deejay, but to every 
recording star he’s the greatest guy in 
the world. One disc-man, located.in one 
of the centers of our music-world, 

- Boston, Mass, has been cited time and 
time again for his efforts behind the 
WBZ microphone, his name — Norm 
Prescott. 


Norm, is one of Boston’s most popular 
deejays and in fact, his show is highly 
rated with listeners from Maine to 
Connecticut. Each afternoon from 2 to 
6, Mr. Prescott takes his seat behind 
the desk piled high with platters that 
his thousands of devoted fans want to 
hear — the hits of today, yesterday 
and tomorrow, the music the older folks 
as well as the teenagers want to hear. 


Choosing a career is not the easiest 
thing to do, as most of you will agree. 
Some youngsters find it hard and some- 
what confusing upon their graduation 
from high school. With Norm Prescott, 
however, the situation was a bit differ- 
ent. Norm became an avid radio fan at 
the early age of seven and although 
he was just a kid with a dream, he 
made his mind up right then, that 
someday he would, in some way be con- 
nected with radio. The first opportunity 
Norm had to fulfill his childhood 
dreams came while he was serving 
time with Uncle Sam’s Air Force. Norm 
happened to be in the hospital radio 
station at Kelly Field in Texas when 
he was asked to spin a few records. It 
didn’t take him long to decide that be- 
ing a deejay was the life for him. 
Thus, upon his discharge, Norm enrolled 
in radio school. One year of studying 
with WHEB in Portsmouth, Maine, 
handed Norm his first job. Thus the 
beginning of a fabulous career. 


Another accomplishment achieved by 
“Pres” on his way up, was the estab- 
lishment of the very successful enter- 
prises, The Norm Prescott School Of 
Radio and Television, a well-known 
travel agency and Boston’s first self- 
service record store. At the age of 
twenty-six, Norm Prescott was already 
aiding others in the field of radio. ~ 


1950 was a history making year for 
Norm when Billboard Magazine, one 
of the nations leading trade papers, 
voted him one of the country’s top 
twenty disc jockeys. He was ranked 
with such greats, as Martin Block, 
Steve Allen and Garroway. This was 
indeed quite an honor for the lad. The 
“Louella Parson’s of the turntable” 
has also built up quite a reputation for 
his knowledge of, and his interviews 
with the top stars of the day. Eddie 
Fisher, Tab Hunter and Sal Mineo are 
just a few examples of the personalities 
Norm has had on his show. 


Norm is now thirty years old, he’s 
married and has two boys. His career 
has been rewarding as he has proven 
himself to be a most wonderful example 
of the fine American Deejay. Norm’s 

-jisteners will always have a place for 
him in their hearts, just as he has 
found his place in the “Boston Radio 
Spotlight”. 
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Sponsors are something that Norm Pres- 
cott will never run out of — see!

This is a tale about one of the most 
successful entertainers in the country 
today — Billy Vaughn. His latest rec- 
ord for Dot, “Sail Along Silv’ry Moon”, 
was a real winner and is still selling 
very well. This, like all of Billy’s tunes, 
not only has a swell, danceable beat 
but provides pleasant listening also. 
Yes sir, it certainly looks as though 
Billy will soon be getting a gold record 
- for his “Silv’ry Moon”. The flip side 
of this dise is the popular “Raunchy”, 
another tune that’s been way up on the 
nation’s hit lists. 

Because he came from a musical 
family, rhythm is right in Billy’s bones, 
and at the tender age of six he was 
already learning to play the ukelele. 
Without the benefit of instruction, Billy 
gradually learned to play several other 
instruments. By the time he entered 
high school, he was able to play in the 
school dance band and other combos 
around Kentucky, where he was born 
and raised. Soon, however, he realized 
his duty to Uncle Sam and Billy enter- 
ed the Army, where he played in the 
U.S. Army band for five years. When 
he was discharged, he went to a bar- 
ber school, but discovered early that 
this type of work was not for him. 

Once again, Billy started out on his 
musical career. After a meandering 
tour of the country with a small combo, 
he found himself playing in a club in 
Bowling Green, Kentucky. It was there 
that he met vocalist, Jimmy Sacca, 
whom he persuaded to round up a 
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couple of other singers to help them 
dub Billy’s song “Trying”. It was Sey- 
mour Spiegleman and Don McGuire who 
joined them. Thus, the birth of the 
Hilltoppers and their first smash hit 
on the Dot label. With Billy serving as 
composer, arranger and vocalist for the 
quartet, the Hilltoppers have had a 
countless number of hits since then. 
As musical director for Dot Records, 
Billy also does arrangements for Dot’s 
ever-growing list of platter cutters, and 
conducts his own orchestra at their re- 
cording sessions. 

On his own, Billy has had several 
hit discs, too — such songs, for instance, 
as the lovely “Shifting Whispering 
Sands” and the merry “Petticoats Of 
Portugal”, both hitting the hot charts 
all over the “48”. As far as personal 
appearances are concerned, Billy is tre- 
mendous. His warm feeling for his 
music and his great showmanship are 
revealed in almost everything he says 
and does. 

Yes, indeed, here is one of music 
world’s most fabulous performers. Al- 
though his gradual climb to fame and 
fortune wasn’t easy, at present it’s all 
“Silver and Gold” for Billy Vaughn. 

And this is by no means the end of 
the ladder for “Beltin’ Bill”. Unlike so 
many others who become discouraged 
when turned down more than once, Billy 
kept right at it until he won the ac- 
claim and respect of millions of music 
fans. No siree, this is just the begin- 
ning of a career that will be long-lived.
